The  telephone  is  ringing.  I  have  awakened  sitting  erect  in  bed,  unsurprised,  almost  uninterested, 
but  with  an  overwhelming  sense  of  death  pressing  my  chest  together  as  if  I  had  come  reluctant  from 
the  grave  to  which  a  distorted  homesickness  continued  to  drag  me,  a  sense  as  of  the  end  of  everything.

When  the  Scotch  go 
crazy  they  are  worse  than  a  Latin.  The  nose  uninvolved.  What  a  small  nose. 

My  God,  I'm  done  for. 

Oh  my  God,  what  will  I  do  without  him? 

Kindly  be  quiet,  madam.  What  sort  of  way  is  that  to  talk  in  a  sickroom?  Do  you  want  to  kill  him? 
Give  him  a  chance,  if  you  please. 

Is  he  going  to  die,  doctor?  He's  only  been  sick  a  few  days.  His  eye  started  to  close  yesterday.  He's 
never  been  sick  in  his  life.  He  has  no  one  but  his  father  and  me.  Oh,  I  won't  live  without  him. 

Of  course  when  a  man  as  full-blooded  as  he  is  has  erysipelas  — 

Do  you  think  it's  erysipelas? 

How  much  does  he  weigh? 

Two  hundred  and  forty  pounds. 

Temperature  102.  That's  not  bad. 

He  won't  die?  Are  you  kidding  me,  doctor? 

What  for?  The  moon  has  sunk.  Almost  no  more  at  all.  Only  the  Scotch  have  such  small  noses. 
Follow  these  directions.  I  have  written  down  what  you  are  to  do. 

Again  the  moon.  Again.  And  why  not  again?  It  is  a  dance.  Everything  that  varies  a  hair's  breadth 
from  another  is  an  invitation  to  the  dance.  Either  dance  or  annihilation.  There  can  be  only  the  dance

Meredith  Receives  N.C.'s  Public  Service  Award 


On  June  14,  1964,  Dr. 
Jesse  H.  Meredith  made  his- 
tory when  he  became  the  first 
American  Surgeon  to  success- 
ful reimplant  a  patient's  sev- 
ered hand. 

Twenty  years  later,  he 
headed  a  surgical  team  that 
saved  the  lives  of  nine  Ca- 
tawba County  young  people 
who  accidentally  swallowed 
potassium  hydroxide,  a  pow- 
erful and  highly  corrosive 
chemical. 

Three  young  men  were  so 
badly  bumed  they  had  to  have 
their  stomachs  and  esophagi 
removed. 

Meredith's  surgical  team 
crafted  a  new  esophagus  and 
stomach  for  each,  and  one 
patient  required  the  recon- 
struction of  his  throat. 

These  former  patients  are 
among  thousands  of  North 
Carolinians  who  credit  Mer- 
edith with  saving  life  and 
limb  and  restoring  bodily 
functions  during  his  40  years 
of  service. 

He  was  honored  Nov.  22 
with  the  1991  North  Carolina 
Award  in  Public  Service. 

He  was  one  of  five  who  re- 
ceived the  highest  honor 
given  by  the  state. 

Meredith,  professor  of  sur- 
gery, was  appointed  to  the 
Bowman  Gray  faculty   in 
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Dr.  Jesse  A.  Meredith 

1958.  Over  the  years  he  has 
become  widely  recognized  as  a 
trauma  expert,  a  burn 
specialist  and  a  transplant  sur- 
geon. 

In  1961.  he  developed  the 
first  intensive  care  unit  at 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  unit  be- 
came a  model  for  the  state. 

He  also  designed  the  med- 
ical school's  first  Department 
of  Bio-medical  Engineering 
and  served  for  a  time  as  its  di- 
rector. 

He  developed  the  kidney 
transplantation  program  at 
the  Medical  Center  and  has 


served  as  its  director  since  it 
began  in  1971. 

He  also  had  headed  the 
Medical  Center's  burn  unit 
since  it  opened  in  1979.  And, 
shortly  thereafter,  he  devel- 
oped one  of  the  first  skin 
banks.  Skin  from  the  bank 
serves  as  a  long-term  dressing 
for  burns  and  large  open 
wounds. 

Meredith's  interest  in  re- 
ducing trauma  and  improving 
the  treatment  of  trauma 
victims  has  found  expression 
in  a  number  of  activities: 

•  He  developed  and  taught 
the  first  course  in  North  Car- 
olina for  the  training  of 
ambulance  drivers. 

•  He  has  served  on  the  Re- 
gional Trauma  Committee  of 
the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons. 

•  He  has  been  active  in 
traffic  safety  research,  serving 
as  chairman  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Medical  Society's  Advi- 
sory Committee  to  the  State's 
Department  of  Motor  Vehi- 
cles. 

•  He  has  been  active  in  pro- 
moting and  assisting  in  the 
development  of  state  and 
local  programs  of  medical  pre- 
paredness for  disasters. 

•  And  he  had  a  significant 
role  in  the  development  of 
the  Medical  Center's  trauma 


service,  which  has  been  de- 
signated a  Level-One  Trauma 
Center. 

In  1989,  Meredith  and  his 
son,  Dr.  Wayne  Meredith, 
who  now  heads  the  Medical 
Center's  Trauma  Service, 
visited  Bolivia  in  response  to 
a  request  by  Bolivian  doctors 
who  wanted  more  informa- 
tion about  caring  for  patients 
trauma  and  bums. 

Although  Meredith,  a  past 
president  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Chapter  of  the  Amer- 
ican College  of  Surgeons,  is 
perhaps  best  known  for  his 
life-saving  and  reconstructive 
surgical  achievements,  his 
work  at  the  state  level  to  im- 
prove the  health  of  all  North 
Carolinians  has  been  equally 
significant. 

He  has  served  for  the  past 
22  years  (the  past  1 1  years  as 
chairman)  on  the  North  Car- 
olina Commission  for  Health 
Services,  which  writes  the 
rules  and  regulations  covering 
public  health  in  the  state. 
The  commission  is  respon- 
sible for  more  than  70  public 
health  categories,  ranging 
from  shellfish  quality  to  the 
control  of  sexually  transmit- 
ted diseases.
